Little excuse can be found for the ap- 
proval givefi by the city commissioners to 
a further issue of non-callable Edmonton 
bonds. The issue recommended is for ap- 
proximately $3,500,000 worth of 17-year 
2'5 to 3!y percent bonds to replace an 
equal amount bearing a higher interest 
rate, 

Commissioner Hodgson’s insistence 
upon making this new issue non-callable is 
controverted in the very fact that a new 
issue is being made. For had the present 
issue, now being replaced, not been callable, 
it would have been impossible to effect this 
present large saving in interest rates. 

The commissioner argues that interest 
rates will go up after the war. Whatever 
such fluctuations occur in the period imme- 
diately after the proclamation of peace, 
they cannot be higher. The Bank of Can- 
ada has already set its rediscount rate at 
114 percent. And Finance Minister Llsley 
himself has pledged the government to the 
maintenance of cheaper money. 

The trend in Britain, the trend in the 
United States and, indeed, the very neces- 
sity to protect the value of Victory Bonds 
all indicate a permanent depression in in- 
terest charges. After five years, a rate of 
3 percent will be considered excessive. 

Thus, after the war, the permanent ten- 
dency will be downward long before these 
bonds reach maturity. 

Commissioner Hodgson argues, too, 
that non-callable bonds will net the city a 
higher price than callable bonds, 

That certainly is true. But the extra 
revenue so derived would be infinitesimal 
compared to the saving that could be ef- 
fected in an issue that will permit an inter- 
est readjustment according to the certain 
lower interest rates, 

These bonds should and must be call- 
able. Any other arrangement is merely 
throwing away the taxpayers’ money.

Conscription Is Law 


One thing that should be understood in 
the House of Commons, in the cabinet and 
throughout Canada is that conscription is 
the law of this country. It has been the 
law for several years. There is no need to 
apologize for it now. 

Nor is it necessary nor desirable to 
further debate the issue. It was debated 
fully in 1917 and again in 1942, The only 
difference between conditions on those 
dates and at the present is that the need 
for a complete and equitable employment 
of manpower is much more acute now than 
ever before. 

The war is at a critical stage. What 
Canada does or does not do at this minute 
may determine the general trend of affairs 
in the field. 

Under conscription, which is the lawful 
method of drafting manpower in this coun- 
try, a large number of fighting men have 
been trained to a high stage of efficiency 
in Canada, They are said by their officers 
to be fit for combat duty overseas. It 
should be remembered that they have been 
drafted and trained under a legitimate and 
long-standing policy. No stigma whatever 
Should be attached to them. 

To attach opprobrum to the word ‘“‘con- 
script” is to slander the excellent troops of 
Britain, the United States, Russia, France 
and other Allied nations, 

It should be a primary purpose of the 
defence department, therefore, to remove 
all distinctions between drafted and vol- 
unteer fighting forces. The status of all 
these men is exactly what the Canadian 
authority has made it. 

As was recognized in Canada in 1917 
and in 1942 and is recognized now with 
unanimous force throughout the country, 
conscription is the only effective way to 
maintain an army in the field under condi- 
tions of total war. Both in the United 
States and in Britain, the nation responded 
to the call unitedly. They volunteered col- 
lectively. And conscription is no more than 
that. Conscription is no more than the only 
possible answer to the challenge of total 
war, 

Conscription been brought in, in 
Canada, in a piecemeal fashion. It has been 
made a stamp of ignominy, 

This is a most improper and illogical 
procedure, Conscription is neither a des- 
perate measure nor a dishonorable mea- 
sure. Demanding equa! service from all 
who enjoy equal privileges, it is one of the 
highest expressions of democracy. 

It is high time that conscription was 
placed in a right light before the people of
